The New Brockton Town 
Council met Monday evening, 
May 2, for its regular monthly 
meeting, and Mayor Charles 
Cole stressed the importance: of 
motorists not going around bar- 
ricadeés, placed on a section of 
Tyler Street (County Road 533). 

Cole«said- extensive damage 
has been done to Tyler Street (at 
the gully below the chicken 
houses) from Hurricane Ivan 
-and heavy. rains since. 

“Water has undermined the 
roadway and there is the danger 
ofa. cave-in,”. he said. “The 
street Will-be barricaded in that 
area and. there will be. ‘no 
through. traffic for an undeter- 
mined length of time.” 

Cole said town officials have 
asked for assistance from 
Coffee County and the State 
Highway Department,- and--he 
hopes they will provide’ the 
assistance needed to get this 
repair work done in a timely 
manner, 

Cole told council members 
Monday evening that he was set 
to. meet with county and ‘state 
highway officials’ Tuesday 
morning, May~3, to see if they 
could provide any assistance to 
the town, 

“It's (road) dangerous, but 
we're on it,” Cole said, 

The mayor said someone 
brought the situation to offi- 
cials’ attention during the day

The large bird was found 
deep in an Arkansas swamp. However locals had been reporting 
sightings for years, but had no proof to satisfy the “experts”. 
Anyway, not to be outdone, Alabama conservationists recorded 
some good news recently with the rediscovery of three freshwa- 
ter snails, also thought to be extinct. Now finding these Alabama 
snails will not equate with the woodpecker, but give our state 
credit .. . we are trying. Probably the worse part of the above 
exchange is that the Arkansas folks have already attracted $10 
million in private funds to protect these birds and are politicking 
for another $10 million from the federal government. Alas, our 
new: found snails just don't attract that type gold.

We don’teven know what the 
message was in that e-mail, just laughed at the pictures and went 
on with life. Those lawmakers balked and littery shut down the 
legislature, we joined the fussing crowd, but they managed to get 
the funds allocated like they wanted - now the question is, “Will 
us taxpayers keep funneling in the taxes to fulfill these lofty 
promises?”

On May 4, 1925, only three years after moving to 
Dayton, Rappelyea saw an article in the local news- 
paper that caught his interest. According to the 
article, the American Civil Liberties Union would 
provide the funding to someone who would 
mount a legal challenge to the two-month old 
Tennessee law that made it illegal to teach stu- 
dents the Theory of Evolution. 


It struck the young engineer that whatever com- 


newspaper attention, Dayton; which had lost forty 
per cent of its population in the preceding thirty 

years, needed a civic boost. What better way to put 
Dayton on the map than to host a high profile trial? 


The next day, Rappalyea proposed his idea to 
Walter White, the Superintendent of Schools, and 
to a number of other town leaders, All of them 
agreed that using a trial to promote the town was 
an excellent idea. All they needed to do was to 
find someone to charge with violating the law. 


* The man who agreed to be charged was John 
Scopes, a rookie biology teacher and coach of the 
high school football team. He confirmed to the 
conspirators that he had used the state mandated 
biology textbook with his class, Called Civic 
Biology, it included the Theory of Evolution,

Fishing is much more than a sport

Fishing is an important recre- 
ational activity in America, 
More than 50 million of us fish, 
a greater number than those who 
golf or play tennis combined. In 
Alabama, fishing’s economic 
impact runs in the hundreds of 
millions of dollars, and it is the 
source of almost 20,000 jobs. 

For all of that, fishing seems 


’ to be a misunderstood and 


underappreciated activity. Many 
people think of fishing as a 
sport, but a recent survey indi- 
cates most anglers fish to relax 
and to spend time with other 
people. They see fishing as a 
lifestyle option rather than as a 
sporting activity, 

There is a perception among 
some people that fishing is a 
competitive activity, and anglers 
are obsessed with catching a lot 
of big fish. However, generally 
speaking, people fish to. relax 
and spend quality time with 
their family. Fishing takes them 
away from the stress of every- 
day life and gets them outside 
where they can enjoy nature and 
spend time with friends and 
family, 

The Recreational Boating and 
Fishing Foundation (RBFF), a 
nonprofit organization based in 
Alexandria, Va., provides sup- 
porting data, According to the 
RBFF; 

* 35 percent of America’s 
anglers fish as a means to relax 

* 33. percent fish to"be with 
family 

* 13 percent fish to be close to 
nature 

* 7 percent do it for sport 

* 3 percent are trying to “catch 
the big fish,” 

This theme has been picked 
up by psychologist Paul G. 
Quinnett. Quinnett devotes an

entire’ chapter of his book, 
Pavlov’s Trout: The Incomplete 
Psychology of . Everyday 
Fishing, to the issue of fishing to 
relieve. stress... Repeatedly 
throughout the book, he makes 
the point: People don’t fish to 
catch fish; their gratification 
from fishing comes from other 
sources, 

Quinnett' devotes another 
chapter to fishing and ethics, for 
example, driving home the point 
that learning how to fish correct- 
ly and appreciate nature helps an 
individual — especially a child 

Fishing can be a very impor- 
tant activity for children, Family 
Life First, an organization com- 
mitted to helping parents 
reclaim family time, reports that 
children’s play time has 
declined by 25 percent over the 
past 20 years, and their unstruc- 
tured outdoor activities by 50 
percent, And according to the 


White - House-- Council = of 
Economic Advisers, 
parent/child family time 


decreased 22 percent between 
1969 and 1996, 

Fishing is such a wonderful 
way tO connect with your chil- 
dren. It’s fun, first of all, but the 
opportunity it creates for quality 
time together is what's great, 
Catching fish is an important 
part of the whole experience, 
and the Wildlife and Freshwater 
Fisheries’ 23 public fishing 
lakes are chock full of fish wait- 
ing to be caught, Every child 
should have the opportunity to 
experience the thrill of catching 
fish, Many of us vividly remem- 
ber the first fish we ever caught 
and fondly remember the adult 
who showed us how to catch the 
fish. Passing the tradition along 
is an enriching and enjoyable 
experience.

Fun For Everyone 


Campers usually access campsites either: by hiking in, floating in 
on a canoe or driving up to the site in the family vehicle. Backpack 
camping certainly allows one to have a wilderness experience, as 
does canoe camping, but one has to be in good physical condition 
and have a higher level of outdoors skills than is required for a car 
camping trip,

One will find there is an endless supply of camping gadgets that 
makes life more comfortable when roughing it, Care must be taken 
however not to accumulate to many gadgets as loading and unload, 
ing unnecessary gear can spoil the experience. Seasoned car 
campers purchase the large plastic storage containers and keep their 
camping gear in them year round, If everything is in its place, all 
you have to do is throw the containers in the vehicle, grab a change 
or two of clothes, stop and pick up some food. 

Three large plastic containers should hold all the camping gear 
needed for several nights in the boonies. Designate one container 
for all sleeping gear such as air mattresses, sleeping bags, air pumps, 
cots, tents,’ ground cloths and tarps, Another container will store 
cooking equipment such as lanterns, pots and pans, stoyes, saws, 
hatchets, and other camp tools, The third container will store such 
necessities as toilet paper and paper towels, rope, string, first aid 
supplies and cooking supplies, 

Be sure and pack the tent and rain gear on top in the container in 
which it is stored. This. will make things a lot easier if «rain show- 
er is moving in and the tent must be put up immediately, Storage 
containers can be used after camp is set up for storing dirty clothes, 
non-perishable foods and firewood. Firewood can usually be 
bought at most campgrounds, or if in a primitive area it may be per- 
missible to gather dead wood to bun. This should be accomplished 
as SOON 88 Camp is Set up.

In early January, a timber biidge on 
Coffee County Road 365 was completely 
destroyed by fire. Early Monday morning
